A director at another studio, 
casting “The Invisible Man,” 
saw the test and said: “I don’t 
care what be looks like. That’s 
the voice I want.” 
So the mellow-voiced Rains, a 
suave sophisticate who was al­ 
ready a star of the London and 
Broadway stage, got the role. It 
launched 
a 
motion 
picture 
career that spanned a quarter 
of a century. 
Rains died Tuesday at Lakes 
Region Hospital of abdominal 
bleeding and shock after a ling­ 
ering illness. He was 77. 
In an acting career that began 
with an appearance at age ll in 
a London stage production of 
“Sweet Nell of Old Drury,” 
Rains played charming lovers, 
ruthless villains, 
sympathetic 
scoundrels and doting fathers. 
His Hollywood success came 
in 1938, when Rains starred— 
but seldom appeared—in “The 
Invisible Man.” He did appear 
at the end, when he died and 
materialized. 
Rains went on to star in over 
30 films. His Oscar nominations 
were for “Mr. Skeffington,” in 
which he played Bette Davis’ 
lover, “Notorious Deception,” 
“Mr. Smith goes to Washing­ 
ton,” and “Casablanca.” 
Movie fans may remember 
Rains best for his portrayal in 
“Casablanca” of Louie, the ur­ 
bane and cynical chief of police 
in tacit complicity with Hum­ 
phrey Bogart. 
Because he was only 5-foot-6, 
the worldly leading man played 
some film close-ups on a ramp. 
Despite his stature, Rains en­ 
joyed stage triumphs in Eng­ 
land, Australia and the United 
States. Working bis way from 
call boy to stage promoter to 
assistant stage manager to ac­ 
tor, Rains made his U.S. debut 
before World War I in “Andro­ 
cles and the Lion” in Hartford,

During the war, Rains was 
gassed as he served with the 
London Scottish Regiment.

Parts of the Great Society, in­ 
cluding the slogan, could be­ 
come victims. 
There is no question, there­ 
fore, that Vietnam is having its 
impact; no nation can afford 
such spending without conse­ 
quences. 
Vietnam is, however, only a 
fraction of our total commit­ 
ment to military7 or defense 
spending. President Johnson’s 
budget provides for $73 billion to 
be so spent, a figure that likely 
will swell. 
Since projections for the gross 
national product, the total of a

range from $740 billion to $790 
billion for the year, defense 
spending still is likely to be no 
more at any time than about IO 
per cent of GNP.

The stock decline, in 
a limited sense, can therefore 
be blamed partly on Vietnam. 
Some economists say, in de­ 
fense of administration efforts, 
that the fact the economy still 
continues to support Americans 
in a manner that neither they 
nor any other people have ever 
before enjoyed is compliment 
enough to the administration’s 
wisdom. Even in nonwar years, 
they say, we have had high tax­ 
es and interest, inflation and 
housing problems. 
A big concern of the econo­ 
mists, however, is that should 
there be a further buildup in 
Vietnam—or another flareup in 
Korea or the Mideast—-the rise 
in defense spending will corner 
more and more of th nation’s 
productivity. 
A war economy is a distant 
threat, but its consequences—as 
we have seen—sometimes are 
felt in advance.

Since I am not a chem­ 
ist, and know nothing from per­ 
sonal experience about the ef­ 
fects of fluoridated water on the 
teeth or innards, I have always 
avoided taking sides on the sci­ 
entific aspects of the battle. But 
still the letters come. A photo­ 
stat of a newspaper clipping 
from Riverhead, on Long Is­ 
land, tells about the alleged ru­ 
ination of interior-coated iron 
pipet by fluoridated water. A 
Doctor from Michigan writes 
that “fluoride intake into the 
system is uncontrollable. . . , 
and the amount stored in the 
body is unpredictable . . . ser­ 
ious damage to health baa been 
reported both 
from 
natural 
fluoride water and from water 
artificially fluoridated.” 
A 
man from 
Binghamton, 
N. Y. send some statistics pur­ 
porting to prove that the bene­ 
fits from fluoridation dwindle 
after the age of tai, with tooth 
decay caching up and levelling 
out over the population as time 
passes. The same contention is 
made by a surgical assistant to 
a professor in a Wisconsin uni­ 
versity dental school. 
These are only a few of the 
complaints which I have been 
throwing from time to time 
into a thick folder. Are they all 
from nuts? I won’t pronounca 
judgment one way or another. 
But, as one who is interested in 
a maximum of political free­ 
dom, I (till insist that it is not

any legislature to institute com­ 
pulsory medication when the 
“ disease” in question is non­ 
communicable. In a free coun­ 
try it is no business of the poli­ 
tician to scare large numbers 
of people out ai their wits by 
tampering Witt their drinking 
water. 
The fear of tampering by put­ 
ting fluorides into reservoirs is 
one aspect of a general fear. 
The problem of water In subur­ 
bia is now troubling some ex* 
pers. As peope crowd closer to­ 
gether in the open spaces that 
ring our big cities, septic tanks 
begin to drain into wells. Then 
the fights in town and county 
governments begin 
over 
the 
amount of tax money need­ 
ed to start sewage systems and 
to enlarge the reservoirs. 
President 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
compounds the uneasiness by 
saying that “ every major water 
system in the U. S. is polluted.” 
A radioactive whale is picked 
up in the Pacific not far from 
the mouth of the Columbia Riv­ 
er — and people wonder if seep­ 
age from the Hanford atomic 
energy works is to blame. 
A reasonable estimation is 
is that it would cost $75 billion 
to clean up the nation’s water 
supply. Do you think our leg­ 
islatures, 
both 
national 
and 
State, are going to vote this sort 
of money while the defense 
budget is taking almost that 
amount of cash annually to 
keep a handful of guerrilla* 
from upsetting the balance of 
power in Southeast Asia? You 
know that the money won’t be 
appropriaed tomorrow, or even 
the day after tomorrow. We 
may be at war in the Mid­ 
dle East and in a couple of

Companies 
with formulas tor treating in­ 
dustrial waste are spending $400 
million a year on water purifi­ 
cation. Household water condi­ 
tioning accounts for $260 mil­ 
lion a year. Swimming pool 
treatment adds up to $46 mil­ 
lion. Altogether, says Mr. Rick­ 
enbacker, “ the water business 
churns up $1.13 billion a year.” 
The bottled water people, who 
have depended in the past on a 
small volume of business, sud­ 
denly find they are a “ growth 
industry.” 
In Southern Cali­ 
fornia (me out of seven homes 
uses bottled water. Over the na­ 
tion as a whole bottled water 
sales gross some $65 million a 
year now, and by 1970 the vol­ 
ume will reach $100 million. 
The private enterpriser is oft­ 
en accused of causing the pollu­ 
tion that is making our environ­ 
ment a shambles. But if we are 
going to surmount our pollution 
troubles, it’s dollars to the hole 
in a doughnut that the private 
enterprisers will beat the poli­ 
ticians in the race to save us 
from catastrophe. 
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“ We’ll have to work on that,’ 
said deForest.

What can cause hiccups to 
last for a few weeks? How can 
they be stopped? 
Hiccups 
are 
also 
called 
singultus or hiccoughs. By any 
name they are most annoying 
and not nearly as amusing as 
they seem to be to people who 
are the observers. 
A hiccup is caused by a sud­ 
den spasm of the muscles 
of 
the diaphragm which divides 
and separates the chort from 
the abdomen. A complex series 
of nerves that run from the 
brain to the neck and down 
through the chest can be re­ 
sponsible for the spasm of the 
diaphragm. 
The phrenic nerve, particu­ 
larly, may be irritated by ex­ 
tremely hot or cold foods and 
may cause an occasional hiccup. 
When this condition lasts for a 
long time it is terribly devital­ 
izing. Conditions in the esoph­ 
agus, stomach, intestines, pleu­ 
risy and alcoholism are a few 
of the causes.There are many 
emotional reasons for hiccups. 
Everybody who has ever had 
an attack of hiccups has his 
own personal advisor for 
the

There are now a number of 
drugs used under a doctor’s 
supervision that can

spasms. 
Hypnosis

effective when used by physi­ 
cians, psychiatrists and psy­ 
chologists, all specialty trained 
in the use of this method. 


What can cause a feeling of 
heaviness, as if the womb and 
the bladder were coming down, 
in an elderly person?

had some damage to the mus­ 
cles and the ligaments that

A fallen womb is called a 


prolapse. When

it is called a cystocele. The

A rectoceie is a bulging of 
the rectum into the vaginal 
wall. This, too, is caused by a 
weakening of tile supporting 
structures. 
These conditions may occur 
singly or more commonly to­ 
gether. The discomfort, the as­ 
sociated back pain and other 
distress determines whether or 
not a plastic operation should 
be performed. 
Since the condition is caused 
by a change of the tissues it 
will not get better alone. The 
type of surgery depends entire­ 
ly on the judgment and find­ 
ings of the surgeon. Sometimes 
a plastic pessary is inserted to 
hold the bladder and the rec­ 
tum in position. 
The vaginal plastic operation 
is safely performed and is very 
gratifying when the discomfort 
and heaviness and other symp­ 
toms are relieved.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

The ill will between Jordan’s 
King Hussein, who got a lot of 
help from the United States, and 
Egypt’s President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, who got a lot of help 
from the Soviet Union, was so 
intense that on May 2 Nasser 
called Hussein a stooge for the 
American CIA. 
Tuesday Nasser called him 
brother after Hussein traveled 
to Cairo to sign a mutual de­ 
fense pact with him against Isr­ 
ael. 
Hussein pro ba bly did it be­ 
ca use he wa s a fra id he’d lo se 
his thro ne if he didn’t since his 
Jo rda nia ns 
a re ho pping 
with 
ha tred fo r the Isra elis a nd full 
o f stea m fo r Na sser, who fo rced 
a sho wdo wn with Isra el. 
This was fairly typical for 
Nasser. Since his humiliation by 
the 
Israeli-British-Freneb 
at­ 
tack on Egypt in 1956, Nasser 
has been pretty mousy and lost 
prestige with the other Arab 
leaders. 
But now, since he is in this 
critical 
situation with 
Israel, 
they have felt it necessary to 
rally around him, some of them 
probably for the same reason as 
Hussein’s. Nasser’s ego needed 
something like this, even within 
his own 
country, 
where 
the 
economy is bad and complaints 
were growing. 
Although the Jews and the 
Moslem 
Arabs 
who surround 
them are all Semites, ifs their 
religion which separates them. 
The Arabs have vowed unrelent­ 
ing enmity since the Israelis set 
up their government in the mid­ 
dle of the Arab world in 1948. 
Meanwhile, Moscow is giving 
a classic example o f temper- 
mental politics, a repea t per­ 
formance. 
Immediately after North Ko ­

invaded South Korea in 
1950, the U.N. Security Council 


went into session and passed a 
resolution calling for a cease­ 
fire.

The World Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Middle East is a can of worms, 
sod not nice ones. It’s now a 
mixture 
of 
hate, 
religious 
prejudice, face-saving, egotism, 
throne-saving, 
legalisms, 
and 
probably dirty tricks not yet 
discovered. 
The ill will between Jordan’s 
King Hussein, who got a lot of 
help from the United States, and 
Egypt’s President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, who got a lot of help 
from the Soviet Union, was so 
intense that on May 2 Nasser 
called Hussein a stooge for the 
American CIA. 
Tuesday Nasser called him 
brother after Hussein traveled 
to Cairo to sign a mutual de­ 
fense pact with him against Isr­ 
ael. 
Hussein probably did it be­ 
cause he was afraid he'd lose 
his throne if he didn’t since his 
Jordanians are 
hopping with 
hatred for the Israelis and full 
of steam for Nasser, who forced 
a showdown with Israel. 
This was fairly typical for 
Nasser. Since his humiliation by 
the 
Israeli-British-Frcnch 
at­ 
tack on Egypt in 1956, Nasser 
bas been pretty mousy and lost 
prestige with the other Arab 
leaders. 
But now, since he is in this 
critical situation with 
Israel, 
they have felt it necessary to 
rally around him, some of them 
probably for the same reason as 
Hussein’s. Nasser’s ego needed 
something like this, even within 
his own 
country, where the 
economy is bad and complaints 
were growing. 
Although the Jews and the 
Moslem Arabs 
who surround 
them are all Semites, it’s their 
religion which separates them. 
The Arabs have vowed unrelent­ 
ing enmity since the Israelis set 
up their government in the mid­ 
dle of the Arab world in 1948. 
Meanwhile, Moscow is giving 
a classic example of temper- 
mental politics, a repeat per­ 
formance. 
Immediately after North Ko­ 
rea 
invaded South Korea i i 
1950, the U N. Security Council 


went into session and passed a 
resolution calling for a cease­ 
fire. This paved the way for the 
United States to get into the war 
with U.N. approval. 
The

might 
have 
blocked the council action then 
— if it had only been there. But 
it had 
been 
boycotting 
the

council for months because Na­ 
tionalist China was represented 
on the council and Moscow in­ 
sisted that the newly created 
Red China should have the seat. 
Now comes the Mideast crisis, 
and until Thursday, the first of 
June, the Nationalist Chinese 
delegate is the council presi­ 


dent, a job which rotates among 
the 15 council members. 
Although things have changed 
since 1950, and the Soviets and 
Red Chinese now are bitter ene­ 
mies, Moscow still insists Red 
China should have Nationalist 
China’s seat. This time the Unit­ 
ed States is urging fast action 
by the council to preserve peace 
in the Mideast. The hope is that 
all 15 members will approve 


some kind of cease-and-desist 
resolution. 
But diplomatic sources say 
any agreement like that is un­ 
likely to include the Soviet Un­ 
ion so long as Nationalist China 
has the presidency. 
And Nasser, who made the 
Mideast crisis totally critical by 
banning Israeli shipping from

Egypt had barred Israeli ship­ 
ping from the gulf from 1948 
until the war of 1956. Since then 
Israel has depended on U.N. 
peacekeeping forces in Egypt to 
keep the gulf open. But Nasser 
this month told the U.N. troops 
to get out and they did.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - 
Auctioneer licenses are required 
for regular resale of used real 
and personal property at auc­ 
tion under a legislative enact­ 
ment signed into law Monday 
by Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
Officials said the new law is 
designed to protect the public 
from auctioneers selling their 
own property under transac 
tions excluded from 
present 
bonding and license require­ 
ments of the commerce depart­ 
ment.
